A’ comiplete new electrical
Lclock and bell system has been
installed at the Torrance High
school this summer which  will
greatly assist in the maintenance
of regular classes with no de-
lays.

The old method of ringing
classes depended upon a storage
battery which proved too weak
to sound the furthest bells, he
said.
